Third District Votes 
9 To 1 To Change 
Poll Place To Church 



Thirty Percent Of! Pitching Champ 
Voters Expressed 
An Opinion 



Narberth registered voters 
in the third district have vot- 
ed nine to one to move their 
polling place to the gymnas- 
ium of the Baptist Church of 
the Evangel. 

At. present it is located in the 
Scout House at Elmwood and Es- 
sex Aves. The church is only a 
long block away at Elmwood and 
Narberth Aves. 

The tally of the unique poll of 
opinion was 161 in favor of mov- ■ 
ing the polling place of 17 oppos- ; 
ed. With 600 registered voters in 
the district this means that ap- 
proximately 30 per cent express- 
ed a preference. This about the 
percentage of votes cast in an or- 
dinary and unexciting primary. 

The ballot box has been in Davis 
Store and the deadline for voting 
was Wednesday at 5 P.M. 

There still remains some tech- ; 
nicalities before authority is re- 
ceived to change the polling place. 
A petition must be circulated for 
the change and the signatures of 
ten registered voters obtained. 

After this the Montgomery 
County Board of Elections, com- 
posed of three county commis- 
sioners, fix a date for a hearing 
which is posted in the voting dis- 
trict. When the hearing has been 
held the Election Board makes 
its decision. 

Advantages and disadvantages 
of the two places are described as 
follows : 

Scout House: 

The present polling place known 
as the Scout House has poor ven- 
tilation, is heated by kerosene 
stoves which give off obnoxious 
odors, has no toilet facilities and 
is inadequate in space to care ef- 
ficiently for any number of voters 
at rush hours. In its favor, it 
might be pointed out that the 
structure is conveniently located 
in relation to the station and 
therefore readily accessible to 
persons going to and from the 
trains. The building is owned by 
the State Banking Department, 
and conceivably might be sold at 
any time, thereby obliging the 
district to get a new polling place. 

Church Gymnasium: 

The gymnasium of the Baptist 
Church would provide - roomier 
facilities for the polls and its use 
should tend to .spee.d.uP. voting,at, 
rush hours. Heating, ventilation, 
light and toilet facilities would be 
greatly superior. While not quite 
so near the station as the Scout 
House, the church gymnasium is 
less than a block from the pres- 
ent polls and should not work a 
hardship on any voters. Permis- 
sion for use of the gymnasium as 
the polling place for the district 
has been given by the Board of j 
Trustees and the membership of 
the Baptist Church on the Evangel.

The first case of infantile par- 
alysis to be reported in Lower 
Merion Township this year oc- 
curred on Wednesday, August 9, 
' when James A. Dunlap, 13, of 517 
Eaird Rd., Merion, was diagnosed 
i as a victim of the disease. 
! Jimmie was taken ill at the Y. 
M. C. A. camp at Downingtown 
i and 72 other children who were 
in attendance are quarantined at 
their homes by their local boards 
of health for observation. The! 
camp has been closed. j 

The boy's condition is reported 
as good. Apparently a light case, 
•' only one arm and shoulder are 
affected, his mother said, and the 
Sister Kenny treatment was start- 
ed as soon as the diagnosis was 
confirmed. He is responding 
splendidly, Mrs. Dunlap reported. 
No Cases Nearby 
Jimmie's case is the first in this 
section. Haverford Township has 
no cases so far this year, nor has 
Narberth Borough. Last year, 
Lower Merion Township had no 
cases. In 1942, there was one, and 
in 1941, ten cases. 

Robert J. Thomas, health of- 
ficer for Lower Merion Township, 
said yesterday that although the 
disease had struck early this year, 
he did not consider it yet as of 
epidemic proportions. 

He listed the following precau- 
tionary measures and urged their 
observance by every resident of 
the township: 

Do not swim in polluted wa- 
ter. The streams of the town- 
ship are NOT safe for swim- 
ming. 

Avoid fatigue. Get plenty of 
rest. 

Avoid sudden chills, such as 
diving into cold water when ov- 
erheated. 

Campaign against house flies. 
They are believed to be carriers 
of the disease.

that their son, Sergeant James 
Barnett. of the 501st Paratroop 
Infantry, was a German prisoner. 
You know they had previously 
been notified that he had been 
missing since D Day. Everywhere 
you went people were exclaiming, 
"Have you heard about Jimmy 
Barnett?" The happiness people 
felt for his parents and the hope 
for his return was expressed by 
everyone.

Louise Barnett, Jimmy's sister, 
had written Jimmy's commanding 
officer in hope of some news of 
her brother, Below is part of his 
reply to her letter which she re- 
ceived last Saturday — the day af- 
ter the War Department had no- 
tified his parents that he was a 
German prisoner. 

"Sgt. Barnett's ship got sepa- 
rated from the formation and he 
jumped quite a way from the 
scheduled jump field. He assem- 
bled with a small group and 
fought for three days. Some were 
captured, some were killed. I be- 
. lieve that Jim was captured, this 
belief is based on unconfirmed 
reports. We later took the area 
on which these men were fighting 
— their graves were marked and 
there was no grave for him, You 
will be notified in time by the War 
Department of his whereabouts, 
Please try not to worry, just hope 
and trust for the best. 

"For s the work we did over there 
we received the Presidential Cita- 
tion. Guess we'll be 'cockier' than 
ever now. It was not as rough as 
I had expected, but was the rough- 
est I'd seen. The most beautiful 
sight in the world were the slop- 
py looking infantry men coming 
In force up the road from the 
beach."

109,000 Widows 
Receiving Benefits 

The distribution of the million 
"social security" benefits now in 
force illustrates vividly the family 
importance of Federal old-age and 
survivors insurance, H. C. Hoover, 
manager of the Norristown office 
of the Social Security Board 
pointed out yesterday. 

While many persons think the 
program provides benefits only in 
old age, Mr. Hoover said, it is sig- 
nificant to note that nearly 40 per 
cent of the million beneficiaries 
are children and young widows 
who have children receiving $2,- 
155,000 a month in benefits, and 
288,000 children of deceased or 
retired workers receiving $3,550,- 
000 a month.. 

When wives of retired benefi- 
ciaries, who must be 65 to be eligi- 
ble, and the 65-and-above wid- 
ows of insured workers who have 
died are added to the young wid- 
ows* and children, Mr. Hoover 
said; the family value of the pro- 
gram shows up even more — with 
approximately 600,000 women and 
children and about 400,000 aged 
men on the benefit rolls. 



The need for waste paper for war 
purposes seems to be' reading into 
the homes of Lower Merion Town- 
ship.

Confiscation and 
abandoned bicycles 
nounced by the newly ap- 
pointed Justice of the Peace 
Vincent Colleli at a meeting 
of the Narberth Borough 
Council Monday night. 

Justice .of the Peace Colleli 
semed sort of shy at his de- 
nouncement but nevertheless 
firm in his insistence that the 
councilmen take up the bi- 
cycle question. His whispered 
complaint was hardly audible 
beyond the railing of the 
councilman's hearing room. 

What Magistrate Colleli wanted 
to knbw was why Lower Merion 
police were allowed to come to 
the borough, haul away abandon- 
ed bicycles and then sell them at 
auction. 

If borough bicycles were to be 
sold the«Justice of the Peace said 
that Narberth should do the sell- 
ing and the money should go into 
the borough treasury. 

Then Justice of the Peace Col- 
leli learned for the first time that 
Lower Merion police were not un- 
invited guests. That when three 
or four bicycles accumulated they 
were called to haul them away. 

Eventually the matter was re- 
ferred to Councilman Franklin C. 
Hutchinson, chairman of the pub- 
lic safety committee. The council- 
man stated that hereafter the bi- 
cycles would be kept in the Bor- 
ough garage at Haverford and 
Conway Aves., and a notice would 
be posted on the bulletin board of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Com- 
pany station of the new arrange- 
ments. 

The Public Safety Committee 
of the Narberth Borough Council 
reported 10 stop sign violations, 
and 2 parking violations during 
July at the Narberth Council meet. ' 
ing Monday night. They also stat- 
ed that Harry Girvin, 13, of 203 
Price Ave., was struck by a car 
driven by F. R, Egmore, 19 Elm- 
wood Ave., on July 1. Egmore took 
the boy to Bryn Mawr Hospital. 
The boy suffered bruises of the 
right leg. 

No cases of rabies have been re- 
ported during July, but Patsey 
Stoltz, of 2 Sabine Ave., was bit- 
ten by a dog owned by A. A. Walk- 
er, of 225 Dudley Ave., Narberth.

Body Found Floating 
In Schuylkill River 
Last Week 

Funeral services were held Sat- 
urday morning at William Frank- 
enfleld's undertaking parlors in 
Ardmore for Alfonso Nicholson, 
119 Grandview Rd., Ardmore, 
whose body was found in Schuyl- 
kill River near Flatrock Dam by 
two fishermen a week ago Wednes- 
day. 

The two fishermen were Lerojr 
Daniels of 1338 Poplar St., Phil- 
adelphia, and Gerald McKeon of 
330 River Rd.. West Manayunk. 
Daniels said that he had passed 
Nicholson sitting in his car about 
4.30 P. M., listening to the base- 
ball game on the radio. Daniels 
asked him what the score was and 
Nicholson replied that it was 3 to 
2. 

About 7.30 Daniels came back to 
the car and there was no one in lt, 
he said. Shortly afterwards he saw 
what appeared to be a man's body 
in tha river. He telephoned Lower 
Merion Police. 

Coroner W. J. Rushong, who In- 
vestigated the case gave suicide as 
the cause of death. He had at- 
tempted to take his own life 
March 6 by slashing his wrists and 
throat. 

Nicholson would have been 89 
years old today. He was married 
and proceedings fqr a divorce were 
almost complete. On receiving his 
divorce he was to be married to 
Ruth Carlin of 119 Grandview Rd„ 
where he had a room in the home 
of Miss Carlin's mother. 

He had been in the real estate 
and insurance business at 27 E. 
Lancaster Av.e., Ardmore, until 
some months ago when he moved 
to the Times Medical Building, 
Suburban Square. He was a mem- 
ber of the Main Line Kiwanis 
Club. 

A brother, John, in the Army 
and a sister. Mrs. John Barry of 
the Bala Golf Club, survive.
